The 
provisions of the bill were that any per­ 
son who would erect by the public high­ 
way a public watering place, and who 
would keop the same in good repair* 
should be allowed $6 annually on high­ 
way taxes. It also provided that such 
watering places should not be nearer 
©ach other than one mile. For no good, 
reason, at least none was given in the 
Senate, the bill was killed.

the bill was indefinitely postponed by a 
four-fifrin vote.

The central prison at Agra is the roost­ 
ing plaoe of great numbers of the Com­ 
mon blue pigeon; they fly ouf to the 
neighboring 
country for food every 
morning, and return hi the evening, when 
they drink at a tank just outside of the 
prison walla. Iii this tank are a large 
number of fresh water turtles, which lie 
in wait for |bn pigeons, just unde^ the 
surface of the water at the edge of it. 
Any bird alighting to drink near one of 
these turtles has a good chance of hav­ 
ing its head bitten off and eaten; and the 
headless bodies of pigeons have been 
picked up near tho water, showing tho 
Sate which has sometimes l>efallen the 
birds. 
The pigeons, however, arc aware 
of the danger, and have hit upon the fol­ 
lowing plan to escape it. A pigeon 
comes in from its long flight, and, as it 
nears the tank, instead of flying down at 
once to tho water’s edge, will cross tho 
tank at a1 K>ut twenty feet aliovo its Bur­

even when such a spot has been selected 
the bird will not alight at the edge of 
tho water, but on the bank about a yard 
from tlic water, and will then run down 
quickly to the water, take two or three 
harried gulps of it, aud then fly off to 
rejm ut Hie same process at another part 
of the tank till its thirst is satisfied.

hat! often watched the birds doing this, 
and could not account for their strange 
mode of drinking till told by my friend, 
tile superintendent of the prison, of the 
turtles w Inch lay in ambush for the pig­ 
eons. 
The same friend had a couple of 
hill mynahs. (Gracufa religiosa,) the 
most wonderful bird of mimicry which I 
have come across, not excepting the gray 
pal rot of the West African coast One 
of those birds, when hung out in the 
veranda during the afternoon, used to 
amuse itself by calling the fowls togeth­ 
er, imitating the call of their keeper so 
well that they used to flock together un­ 
der the cage, when the bird would burst 
out into a very good imitation of a human 
laugh, as if it quito enjoyed the fun of 
taking in tho fowls. 
Have birds the 
aense of amusement? This one certainly 
seemed to derive gratification from the 
way in which it had cheated the fowls.—

In this condition the machine is 
let down into the sea; and when the 
ooral Is pretty stronglv entwined in the 
hemp aud nets, they draw it up with a 
rope, which they unwind according to 
the depth, and which it sometimes re­ 
quires half a dozen boats to draw.

tho rope happens to break, the fishermen 
run the hazard of being lost. 
Before 
tii<f fishers go to sea they agree for tho 
price of tile coral; and the produce of tho 
fishery is divided at tho end of the sea­ 
son into thirteen parts, of which the 
proprietor has four, the caster two, and 
the other six men one each; the thir­ 
teenth belongs to the company in pay­ 
ment for boat-liire, etc.

The Franklin Expedition. 
It was thirty-five years last July since 
Franklin’s ships were for the last time 
seen in Baffin’s Bay. 
Three years aAer- 
ward England sent the first expedition 
in search of him and his men, and since 
that time more than twenty more have 
sailed. 
Little by little and piece by 
piece, they have brought home the relies 
and mementoes wliich have gradually 
told tho story of the fate that overt* x>k 
them in that land of perpetual ice. 
Fi r 
many years, there were floating about 
vague beliefs that he and his men were 
still alive, and might one day be found 
again. 
This tradition was fostered by 
Lady Franklin’s devotion to her hus­ 
band's memory, and her heroic measures 
fur discovering the secret locked up soine-

In 1854 skeletons of some of the men 
were discovered. 
In 1859 a imper found 
in a cairn w here it had been placed by 
one of Franklin’s officers, briefly saying 
“ Sir John Franklin died on the lith of 
June, 1847,” blotted out the faint figures 
which the imagination fancied it saw brill 
moving iii that northern twilight, and 
nearly destroyed Lady’s Franklin’s grief- 
stricken mind. 
Then half a dozen 
spoons, inwrought with Sir John Frank­ 
lin’s crest, were, in 1872, given by a na­ 
tive to Captain Barry, an American ex­ 
plorer, with the statement that he had 
token them from a cairn 700 miles dis­ 
tant, where books and other relics still 
remain^. Captain Barry, with Lieuten­ 
ant Schwatko, were, two yearn ago, sent 
out by tile enterprize of New York in. r- 
clionts, and landed at the head of Bepill* ■ 
Bay. Thence, going and returning, they 
made a sledge journey of 3,000 miles, 
traveling over ice ana snow, and, what 
was still more difficult, over broken and 
jagged clay stone, with marshes intel 
veiling, and covered with patches <• 
brown and green moss, with purple flow­ 
ers pecpiug through tho crevices of the 
stones. 
On this journey they lived and 
preserved their health by eating the food 
w hich tile Exquimaux eat and tile game 
w hich in some places abounded. 
During 
the winter the thermometer was fre­ 
quently from 59 to 60 degrees below zero, 
and, at one time, fell to 103. 
They found no cairn, as was told to 
Captain Barry, but they discovered sev­ 
en! skeletons, a ship’s boat, or rather the 
prow and stem poet, with a few clink- 
ered Ijoards still holding together, gilt 
navy buttons, copper and iron bolts, 
shot, cartridges, powdcr-cans, barrels, 
broken medicine and wine bottles, axes 
aud a few barrel staves. 
Tho rigid clim­ 
ate had preserved, for over thirty years, 
pieces of navy blue cloth which were 
scattered along the shores of tho inlets. 
With the exception of a scrap of paper 
marked with an index finger pointing 
southerly, no writing of any sort was 
fou nil 
And so, after enduring great hardship* 
but no great suffering, the expedition 
returned, still leaving to tho Exquimuax 
and the eternal cold the remains of 
Franklin and his crew. 
Beyond the fact 
that they abandoned their vessels, tho 
Erebus and Terror, and attempted to drag 
their boats overland in the hopes of 
launching them in the open water again, 
nothing is yet, nothing probably ever 
w ill lie, definitely known of their strug­ 
gle and their end.

Phases of the Indian Question. 
The Black nills country was included 
in the treaty of 1868, by tho Sioux, by 
which tho territory lying between the 
hem boundary of Nebraska and the 
-sixth parallel, and bounded on the 
by the Missouri, and weal by the 
one hundred and fourth degree of west 
longitude, together with the reservations 
then existing on the east sido of the 
Missouri, was set apart for the absolute 
and undisturbed use and occupation of 
the Sioux for their permanent hornet" 
In 1874 General Custer’s exploring ex­ 
pedition visited the Black Hills, and in 
1875 a scientific expedition under Prof- 
fessor Walter P. Jenney, accompanied 
by a military escort under Colonel Richard 
L Dodge, of the United States army. 
These expeditions disclosed the fact that 
the Black Hills country, rich in mines, 
timber, and grazing, was unused by the 
Indians in whose reservation the territory 
was situated. After them whites poured 
into the country, against the orders of 
General Crook, whose troops were too 
few in number to keep them out, and 
when once in, it was impossible to dis­ 
lodge them. In the fall of 1875 a council 
was assembled at Red Cloud Agency to 
negotiate tho pnrchaso of the country, 
but concluded without making any ar­ 
rangements with the Indians, who be­ 
came restless, depredations followed, tho 
disaffected left tho agencies and joined 
in w hat lias become known os the “ Sit­ 
ting Bull movement,” and tho war of 
18<8, led by Crazy Horse and other 
Sioux chiefs, resulted in the subduing of 
the tribes then on the war path. In the • 
meanwhile the Black Hills had been 
rapidly settled, rich mines had been 
found, towns built, counties organized

They grow 
around a great hole that was once tho 
death cavity, into which victims wero 
put through the trap door in the floor. 
The writer dismounted from his buggy, 
and pushing aside the weeds, that were 
as large aa cornstalks, made his way to 
the edge of tile hole. The plaoe makes 
on# feel “ shaky." The words of the 
poet, “ Those poisoned fields with rank 
luxuriance crowned, where the dark 
on gathers death around," came 
Iv to the writer’s mind. Into the 
tile aides have caved. The cavity is 
still about five feet deep and seven feet 
wide. Its month, oho# retangular, bas 
now, by reason of the eating, beoome al­ 
most circular. In the yard south of the 
house and stables are three gaping boles, 
from which bodies have been dug.—Kan­ 
sas City Mail.

has seven children, tho oldest of whom 
is Fanny, the one with whom the revolt­ 
ing crime was committed, and who was 
tho principal witness in the prosecution, 
Mrs. Penny died about a year ago, when,
